Have you read Section 8 of the min- 
utes of the American Goat Society an- 
nual meeting? It reads: 

It was moved, seconded and car- 
ried that the offspring of any 
doe bred at under 8 months of 
age, would not be accepted for 
registry 
The so-called approval was given 

by a very few members who were 
privileged to attend the annual meet- 
ing. The first I ever heard of such 
an action was after it had been car- 
ried and the members were notified 
in an obscure corner of the minutes. 

All my does are bred on a basis of 
development—when they weigh 70 to 
100 Ibs., and that means 6 to 8 months 
of age. Average weight of these first 
kidders is 110 to 120 Ibs.; my DHI herd 
average this year, with half the milk- 
ers less than 30 months old, was over 
10 Ibs. daily per doe for the first 91 
days; 8 lbs. for the first 6 months. 
Feed cost for these milkers is less 
than Ic a pound of 4% milk produced. 
More than 400 kids have been born 
on my farms, and the total natural 
deaths from all causes, including old 
age, has been 4. No hermaphrodite 
has ever been born here, and no ani- 
mal I have raised has failed to re- 
produce before 2 years of age. I have 
never spent any money for veterinary 
fees except for certificates for out-of- 
state shipments. 

By breeding for fast maturity poul- 
trymen have doubled the eSiciency of 
their breeds. Fast maturity is likely 
to go with prolific production. 

I have talked with hundreds of 
goat owners and by actual count less 
than 5% know how much their milk- 
ers produce, yet they call themselves 
goat breeders. 

Do the few members who dominate 
AGS meetings have the right to pre- 
vent breeders from registering stock 
that excels in ways sought after by 
poultrymen and cattle breeders? 

If the AGS refuses.to register my 
purebred stock that is from dams that 
kidded when 11 to 13 months of age 
I will simply have to develop a “new 
breed” and find a real registry that 
puts a premium on lifetime produc- 
tion efficiency rather than fancy ped- 
igrees with fancy stars around the 
mames of the animals.—Carl Aa, 
Moravia, N. Y.

What stopped consolidation 

It is suggested in September that 
one AMGRA committee member, and 
one only, stopped consolidation some 
years ago-—an editorial conclusion 
after checking the published records. 
I don’t have to depend for “facts,” 
on the reports printed in the goat 
press at that time. I was there my- 
self as one of the three AMGRA mem- 
bers at the meetings of the Joint 
Consolidation Committee. Perhaps 
it is of interest to know how the mat- 
ter appears to one of the participants 
after a lapse of years and in the light 
of matured experience. 

First, as to the facts: There was 
unanimous agreement between the 
three AMGRA members of the com- 
mittee, so right off we abandon the 
easy solution that one member, and 
one only, stopped consolidation. 

There were at least four major 
points of disagreement between AGS 
and AMGRA committee members. 
Finally an agreement on all terms 
was reached and the document signed 
by all six members of the Joint Com- 
mittee. We shook hands, but there 
was no jubilation over this agree 
ment by compromise. Later we heard 
that one of the AGS members com- 
plained he had been pressured into 
signing. This pressure was an hon- 
orable one—it was the anxiety not to 
be the one responsible for stopping 
consolidation. 

It is idle to seek for a whipping boy 
among the members of the Joint 
Committee. A poll of members 
showed an overwhelming majority 
approved the action of their Board of 
Directors. 

No purpose is served in minimizing 
the difficulty of consolidating the two 
associations that differ in so many 
matters of procedure, election, herd- 
books, and the matter of an estab- 
lished name. To the AMGRA, with 
a SO-year-old name it seemed only 
businesslike to take advantage of 
that name. I cannot believe that AGS 
directurs rejected the Joint Commit- 
tee report just on the issue of a

That 
is not to say we should ignore dif 
ferences or pretend they are not 
there. It should be possible to make 
comparisons factually, without mis 
construction and without exagger 
tion. In time it should becom: 
generally recognized that in this or 
that particular one or the other or 
ganization is making more headway 
Gradually we may find common 
ground, taking the best from each 
organization, on which to build a last 
ing consolidation—Mrs. Carl Sand 
burg, Flat Rock, N. C.

1949, the Polk County, N. C., Farm 
Agent, though admitting ignorance 
of goats, was cooperative, but other

milker. The benefits already are 
numerous. The boy, who takes 
care of the goat, has a pet he loves. 
The whole family has good milk, 
and the ulcer patient has improved. 
The nurse is delighted and our mem- 
bers compensated by the good will 
engendered in the community and 
the respectable standing acquired by 
goats with the Welfare Department. 

Favorable publicity for goats has 
come chiefly from our shows, which 
have also permitted many people to 
see for the first time what good 
dairy goats look like. “Little old 
mountain billies and nannies” are 
common here, but the WCDGA’s 
sleek, trim dairy animals, conform- 
ing to breed standards, were a rev- 
elation. In its first months, un- 
ready for a full blown show, the 
WCDGA staged exhibits at the 
Piedmont Interstate Fair in Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., and the Western 
North Carolina Fair in Henderson- 
ville. A platform was set up with 
four stanchions for representatives 
of each of the best known breeds, 
and a pen for a couple of kids. An 
Association member was in attend- 
ance to care for the animals, distrib- 
ute literature, and answer ques- 
tions. Goats were rotated and at- 


tendants took turns, so no animal 
nor human had to be on duty 


throughout fair week. These ex- 
hibits brought complimentary ar- 
ticles and photographs in local news- 
papers, and contacts with goat 
owners whom the Association might 
not otherwise have reached. 

In 1950 the WCDGA held its first 
show in Tryon, N. C., with a mem- 
ber, Mrs. Helga Sandburg Golby, as 
judge. In 1951 we had two shows 
in Tryon, a kid show in May and 
the Second Annual in August, the 
latter with our first outside judge, 
Dr. Stanley G. Bandeen. The next 
year we concentrated on a single 
show, the Third Annual in Tryon, 
which had 91 entries with Frederic 
B. Knoop judging. Newspapers, 
from the larger dailies in Charlotte, 
Asheville, and Spartanburg, to the 
country weeklies of the region, 
printed our advance announcements 
and our reports on the awards at the 
shows. The radio stations always 
broadcast our announcements, and 
our bombardment with releases fi- 
nally stimulated one commentator on 
a farm hour and a number of other 
programs into attending our last 
show. He drank goat milk for the 
first time and recorded interviews 
with the judge and an exhibitor, 
Mrs. Carl Sandburg, which he sub- 
sequently broadcast. For days we

heard something about the goat 
show whenever he was on the air; 
he actually extolled goat milk on a 
program sponsored by a dairy sell- 
ing only cow’s milk. 

Tryonites and visitors to this re- 
sort region originally came to our 
shows, we suspect, for laughs; now 
they come in increasing numbers to 
look at attractive, well fitted live- 
stock. If our shows did nothing for 
the exhibitors—space does not per- 
mit a review of profits to goat 
owners derived from participating 
in shows, but they are often stressed 
in Dairy Goat Journal—the gain in 
public knowledge of dairy goats is 
decidedly worth while. . 

The chief objection we have heard 
to a local goat club is possible ex- 
pense. Doesn’t it cost money to put 
on shows, for instance? The 
WCDGA has been easy on our pock- 
etbooks. Of course, are un- 
usually fortunate in having an ideal 
show ground available without 
charge in Tryon’s Harmon Field. It 
is beautifully equipped for horse 
and dog shows, and we use a horse 
show ring and roomy, covered box 
stalls for the animals, keeping them 
under shelter and separate from the 
herds of other exhibitors without 
being tied. We have, however, be- 
come experts in running shows on 
a shoe string. Our dues are low ($2 
a year for a single membership and 
$3 for a family) and we have avoid- 
ed special assessments. We raised 
money at one meeting by an auction 
of articles donated by members, 
which ranged from Carolina _pot- 
tery to a grade kid, and have ac- 
cepted some cash 
without ever bringing 
anybody to contribute.

Any goat owner with an associa- 
tion in his vicinity should join it 
and if he objects to what it is doing, 
or not doing, he should do his share 
to improve.it.

Only two of the charter mem- 
bers of the WCDGA had ever be- 
longed to such an organization, and 
when it held its first show they were 
the only ones who had even seen a 
goat show before. 

How to start a goat club? Get 
hold of everybody in the neighbor- 
hood who has a goat, ask the Amer- 
ican Milk Goat Record Association 
and the American Goat Society for 
names of their members in your 
vicinity, make a list from Dairy Goat 
Journal of everybody advertising 
goats in the district, send them all 
notices of a meeting at a central lo 
cation, and announce the 
through the local press and radio. 
More will come than you expect. To 
organize then is easy, provided you 
choose a_ hardboiled temporary 
chairman who can make those pres- 
ent stop talking of goats long enough 
to do business.

PUBLICATION OF 1952 
YEARBOOK ON INSECTS 


Tue U. S. Department of Agricul- 

ture has announced publication of 
the 1952 Yearbook of Agriculture, 
a 952-page volume entitled /nsects. 

The new Yearbook is designed to 
be a practical aid to farmers and 
city people in identifying insects, 
making better use of the helpful ones, 
and controlling the pests that cause 
an estimated 4 billion dollars of 
damage each year. 

An outstanding feature of the new 
Yearbook is a color 
plates of the important insects of 
the United States. The drawings de 
pict the life stages of the insects 
and the damage they do. Opposite 
the drawings are descriptions and 
control recommendations. In addi- 
tion, 8 black-and-white photographs 
and more than 200 line 
will help readers identify insects. 

The Yearbook begins with general 
discussions about the number of in- 
sects, their history, how they live, 
what they eat. A key to insect identi- 
fication and information about mak- 
ing collections follows. A chapter 
“Insects as Helpers” includes arti- 
cles on pollination by honey bees 
and other insects, bee breeding, the 
effect of insecticides on bees, and 
weed control by insects. The de- 
structive species are discussed in the 
next chapter—those that transmit 
diseases of plants, animals, and hu- 
mans, as well as those that destroy 
crops and livestock by direct feed- 
ing.

Several chapters discuss insecti- 
cides and fumigants and their appli- 
cation. The hazards of pestic ides, 
such as harmful residues and toxici- 
ty to livestock, make up one chapter;

The second half of the book is de- 
voted to the major pests of people 
and their homes, cotton, vegetables, 
fruits, field crops, ornamentals, live- 
stock, trees, and wildlife. The articles 
describe the insects and their dam- 
age and tell how to control them. 

Altogether the 110 articles includ- 
ed in the Yearbook discuss more than 
800 insects.

WHOLE FAMILY IMPROVES

Yet the pur- 
chase of the first goat was simply 
economic—the price of a cow was 
simply too high; but today you 
couldn’t get me to own a cow for a 
thousand dollars! 

Our two sons, Walter and Floyd, 
have had no tooth decay whatsoever 
since they have been on goat milk. 
Our baby, 6 years old, has had colds 
every winter lasting almost all win- 
ter. Since we have had ample goat 
milk he barely gets sniffles. 


RAISING CALVES ON GOAT 
MILK HAS ITS PROBLEMS

Raisin calves on goat milk to pro- 

duce veal is a good way to utilize 
surplus milk and to make a profit 
while doing it. But there are certain 
problems that should be considered, 
also. The first rule of all is often 
forgotten, and that is to get healthy 
calves, and to get small ones; the 
smaller the calves the better, pro- 
vided they are fully developed and 
healthy. Furthermore, cattlemen are 
usually glad to get rid of the small 
calves at a reduced price—and on 
a goat milk diet they soon catch up 
with the larger calves. 

Small calves do not seem to be dis- 
turbed by digestive troubles as much 
as do larger calves. Large calves, 
when pail fed, tend to gulp and 
gorge themselves while the smaller 
calves do not do this. It may be well 
to dilute the milk at first by adding 
a little warm water. 

Remember that calves are not 
kids. They are not so bright and 
able to care for themselves as kids 
are. They are not as easy to pail feed, 
and are much more liable to spill the 
milk—and more likely to gulp it. 

If you do not have a pail with nip- 
ple attached, hold the pail at a dis- 
tance and push back on the shoul- 
ders of the calf, making him stretch 
his neck. This will cause it to drink 
as it should. 

In spite of our successes with 
raising calves | am not raising any 
this year. They are not affectionate 
and easy to handle like kids. They do 
not seem to appreciate anything you 
do for them, are nasty to clean sta- 
bles for, and are clumsy and stub- 
born to tether in the field when they 
are older. 

My family came home and I took 
a baby beef roast out of the freezer. 
It was cooked to perfection and my 
son remarked how good it was. 
“Yes,” my daughter said, “those 
young goats do make awfully good 
meat.” 

“That isn’t a kid,” I said. “It is 
from that calf I raised.” 

“Is it?” my son queried. “I never 
would have known the difference.” 

“That settles it,” I declared. “If 
I put all that work on a big, clumsy 
calf and you can’t tell it from chevon, 
you'll eat chevon. I can raise 5 or 6 
young bucks with less expense and 
much less work. And that many kids 
will make a lot more meat than a 
calf would.” 





MEETINGS---and how to report them

The late E. S. Thompson wrote reports for 
the Delaware Valley Milk Goat Assn. that 
were newsy and useful and classics as 
association reports. Readers looked for 
them as much as for any feature articles 
that appeared. He explained his technique 
in this short article, which first appeared 
in print a decade ago and which still re- 
mains as the best guide for preparing 
newsworthy reports of the activities of a 
goat association. 





THatT semi-mythical cook, Mrs. Han- 

nah Glasse, is said to have pref- 
aced one of her recipes with these 
words, “First catch your hare, then 
cook it.” As in a kitchen there must 
be something to cook, so in a goat 
meeting there must be something to 
report. 

To the mere routine of getting to- 
gether and departing for home may 
be added some reference to the 
beauty of the scenery, the weather 
conditions, or an historic place of 
meeting. These will serve as a stage 
setting for the report to follow. 

Purely local business such as 
“Jones moved” and “Smith second- 
ed” should, of course, be recorded 
in the minutes but they have no in- 
terest, and perhaps no meaning to 
readers in widely separated parts of 
the country. What they want is some- 
thing of interest about goats or re- 
lated to goats. Some of these things 
may be known to them already, 
others may set them to thinking. 

Dairy Goat Journal has always 
given much space to the reports of 
the Delaware Valley Milk Goat 
Assn. and has written to the reporter 
commending his work. Hoping that 
it might act as an incentive to other 
reporters I have been asked for some 
account of how these reports have 
been prepared. 

Referring back to the first para- 
graph, in order to report a meeting 
there must be something to report. 
The reporter is not a source of ma- 
terial, he is simply the media through 
which it passes and is put in order 
for printing. The material comes 
from others. The report is the result 
of this cooperation. 

One of the Chautauqua Literary 
and Scientific Circle classes in the 
*80’s had as its motto (I quote from 
memory): “Knowledge not used for 
the good of others is of as little value 
as unmined gold.” This has never 
been mentioned to the members of 
the DVMGA but they have acted as 
if it had been. Bits of interesting in- 
formation gathered frem reading 
magazines and bvoks, from talks with 


others, or plucked out of the air as 
they came from the radio have fur- 
nished many a topic for discussion 
and reporting. 

There is a program committee 
that has worked nobly in bringing 
to the meetings persons who have 
both instructed and , entertained. 
Among these have been members of 
the faculties of the University of 
Pennsylvania, Temple University, 
Pennsylvania Stcte College, the edi- 
tor of Country Gentleman, represent- 
atives of several feed milling com- 
panies and of commercial dairies. 
Some of these have been illustrated 
with slides and motion pictures. 

Other programs have had mem- 
bers giving demonstrations of dis- 
budding, hoof trimming, cheesemak- 
ing, and so on. 

Pictures are shown frequently 
taken from newspapers and maga- 
zines. Most of these are of a serious 
nature, but the comic strips do fur- 
nish some that show what need there 
is for enlightening the public as to 
the true nature of dairy goats. 


As far as possible the talks have 
been summarized and the demon- 
strations described for the reports. 
Not infrequently when this has not 
been clearly done letters have been 
received from all parts of the coun- 
try asking for further details. 

Probably most members read 
some agricultural paper and while 
these may not contain anything 
about goats they do contain some- 
thing about other livestock, breed- 
ing, care and feeding that will sug- 
gest how it might be applied to 
goats. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture issues two lists of publi- 
cations monthly, one of Department- 
al Releases, and the other of publica- 
tions of the State Experiment Sta- 
tions. There is usually each month 
something that is worth sending for 
and may be obtained without cost. 

Lists of previously published 
Farmers’ Bulletins are available— 
your Congressman will be glad to 
send you a list. Among these you 
will find many that will furnish sug- 
gestions for discussions in meeting 
and that furnish material for re- 
ports. 

Many people will not ask ques- 
tions for fear of exposing their ig- 
norance, and so remain in ignorance.

Anchor Lantern Farm, where Fran- 
cis P. Gott’s Nubians prosper on 7

Mrs. Margaret P. Dean sent a report of 
the annual meeting of the American Dairy 
Science Assn. held at Davis. She stressed 
two of the more than 400 papers presented 
one treating of a method to detect pregnan 
cy in its early stages by means of color 
changes in the urine when a chemical is 
added, the other was on the use of diethyl 
stilbestro! and progesterone to induce lac 
tation 

Mrs. Dean also sent a detailed report of a 
meeting called by Dr. H. H. Cole of the Col 

of Agrictlture to ag og with Mrs 

» and Frank Ecker. Dr. E. L. Jacks of 
the Dairy Division was also uated to the 
onference. Dr. Cole said that at the present 
time it was impossible to establish an ex 
perimental herd at Davis, and Mrs. Dean 
suggests that we join with other livestock 
industries to ask the legislature for appro 
priations for such a herd. 

They suggested that information concern 

- quality of goat milk should be re 
juested of the Federal government, asking 
that USDA Farmers Bulletin 920 be thor 
oughly revised to include this information 

Dr. Cole felt that only on the problem 

f feeds could he offer a program at this 


time. By a@ simplification of grain mixtures 
he felt he could reduce feeding costs. 
proposed a field program to be carried out 
during the summer of 1953 at dairies not 
too far from Davis. He will send men to 
weigh the milk, the grain and hay; analyze 
the quality of the alfalfa; and to experiment 
with various grain mixtures until the max- 
imum results can be obtained with the 
minimum expenditure. Studies on mastitis, 
arthritis, abscesses and so on will have to 
be discussed with the veterinary depart- 
ment 

Mrs. Dean also wrote that because of lack 
of room and premium money goats will not 
be exhibited at the 1952 Cow Palace. 

A letter from Mrs. Dean to Mr. Ecker was 
also read. It covered the status of the pro 
posed movement to have statewide pasteur- 
ization for every state in the nation; also 
the regulation requiring a space heater in 
pasteurizers. Both are intended primarily 
for cow dairies; however, it is presumed 
that goat dairymen will also have to com- 
ply 

Correspondence was read regarding the 
possible revision of Farmers Bulletin 920, 
indicating that this bulletin is one of more 
than 300 bulletins that will be revised 
within the next three years. 


Marion Mell reported on the American 
Goat Society meeting held at Pennsylvania 
State College. He said that Dr. Pauline Mack 
had finished her experiments with goat 
milk just the day before she addressed the 
meeting. Although not so in the beginning 
Dr. Mack is now enthusiastic about goat 
milk 


A letter from the California Hay, Grain 
and Feed Dealers Assn. was read stating 
that through the Legislative Council Bu- 
reau amendments to the Pharmacy Board 
Law will make veterinary supplies available 
by laymen in municipalities where their use 
is now restricted to veterinarians.

TWINING HERD WINS 
MILK SCORING CONTEST 


In a partial revival of the milk scoring 
contest formerly held on a national basis 
by the American Goat Society, a contest 
was held as part of the annual meeting of 
the Society at Pennsylvania State College 
Twenty-seven samples were entered, of 
which 13 had bacteria counts below 5000 
per ml., and only one was over 100,000 
Twenty samples scored 38 or higher in fla- 
vor, with the most common criticism being 
for feed flavors; of the poor flavor samples 
the most common criticism was rancid. 

The high scoring sample was submitted 
by the Twining Herd, with a score of 94.4, 
a bacterial count of 800, and a sediment 
score of 9.5.

Have you arranged for warm water 
for your goats during the cold winter 
months? It pays off. An electric heat- 
er is the safest and keeps the water 
at a more uniform temperature. If one 
has only a few goats and they drink 
from a common watering tank he can 
put a light bulb under it which helps 
materially, or he can get a small elec- 
tric plate that has a rheostat and 
place under the water container. 

—CONCLUSIONS—

It is said that Robert E. Lee was 
once offered a large sum of money by 
an insurance company for the right 
to use his name in connection with 
the company. His reply was, “If my 
name is worth all that don’t you think 
I ought to be careful what I do with 
it?” 

I'm sure there is no greater asset 
to a business and no greater satisfac- 
tion to an individual than a good 
name.

—CONCLUSIONS— 

I think it is a grave mistake for one 
to judge a show in which he has en- 
tries. If he is honest, and he probably 
is, he must give all doubtful decisions 
to others lest he be unjustly criticized ; 
furthermore it is not fair to his goats 
to give others all the doubtful de- 
cisions. Also, he knows all the good 
qualities of his goats that he cannot 
know of strange goats which could 
easily lead to unfair (though not in- 
tentional) decisions. It is not fair to 
place a judge in such a situation.

“We hear about the 6 and 8 qt. does 
until we believe one is not justified in 
keeping anything under 6 qt. produc- 
tion.” The writer continued by saying 
he never owned a doe that would give 
5 qts., and still finds them profitable 
It is long past time that we appraise 
a doe on a one-day production. I have 
owned but one doe that reached 6 qts 
per day. A dairyman told me that he 
makes a good profit on does produ- 
cing 1500 Ibs. in 305 days (10-month 
period). This is an average of 2% 
qts. per day. And do not get the idea 
that any old goat will produce 1500 
Ibs. in the average lactation period 
If you do, just try to purchase one 
that the seller will guarantee to pro- 
duce that amount. If you are success- 
ful then try to purchase a guaranteed 
2000 lb. producer, but be sure you have 
a sizeable bank roll. 

I'm glad that we have the 6 and 8 
qt. producers but let us not look upon 
ourselves as failures if we are down 
in the three and four quart producers 
if they hold up well on their milk, for 
even then we have better than ave- 
rage. 

—CONCLUSIONS-— 


A good location for a goat dairy 
seems uppermost in the minds of 
those who contemplate starting a 
dairy. Having visited dairies from a 
few does to several hundred I’m con- 
vinced that we are putting too much 
emphasis on location. We received a 
letter from one who claims a popula- 
tion of 250,000 and he says he cannot 
sell half his production. Unless one is 
fitted to expand rapidly I believe a less 
densely populated area has its advan- 
tages. In an area of 250,000 and up- 
wards the expense of introducing goat 
milk is heavy. In a smaller area one 
reaps the benefit of personal testi- 
monials of one satisfied customer to 
another. One can have more personal 
contacts, he can better follow-up on 
cases. He has a chance at personalized 
selling. 

The overhead operating expenses, 
such as feed, investment and help, if 
any, is less and add to all this the joy 
of living in less congested areas gives 
the semi-rural location some advan- 
tages worthy of consideration. 

—CONCLUSIONS— 

For many years we bred Nubians 
in Nebraska, using the prefix Im 
ial. There is considerable of this 
blood flowing through the veins of 
present day Nubians, and we believe, 
to their benefit. 

A new herd is being established 
here in Columbia. The immediate 
objective is to provide milk for our 
families. We plan to do whatever 
experimental work we can in what- 
ever direction conditions warrant. 
For the present we will not have a 
control herd but this will not retard 
us from arriving at some rather def- 
inite conclusions. 





Mrs. M. Gow, writing in the Austral- 
ian Goat World, says “I decided to try 
goat manure in one chicken pen, while 
their brothers and sisters of the same 
age were reared, as previously, on 
straw, cleaned twice weekly. The 
chickens to be tested were placed in 
their pens at five weeks of age. For 
the first week they were locked in- 
side. At the end ‘of that week the 
chickens on manure were a _ far 
healthier lot and much larger. After- 
wards they were allowed free range 
returning to their own sheds ea 
night 

“At ten weeks the results werce”as 
follows: Chickens reared on manure 
are a quarter to a half heavier, with 
no losses. Chickens reared on usual 
method look ‘weedy,’ lost 4 per cent, 
15 per cent were ill. Suspected illness 
was coccidiosis. The four deaths were 
caused by crowding (100 chickens in 
each run) 

“When the chickens appeared 
droopy, they were placed in an isola- 
tion pen with goat’s manure as litter 
No sulfa drugs were given and all re- 
covered.” 

It has been suggested that about 1 
per cent of dried goat manure added 
to the mash will give increased rate of 
growth 

—-CONCLUSIONS— 

Nic Klein, New Hampton, Ia., one 
of our most loyal boosters of dairy 
goats, but who has none of his own as 
yet. writes, “Would-be goat owners 
and members (of associations and 
clubs) do not seem to be alive as they 
leave everything for the secretary to 
do, not even offering a helping hand 
or cooperating.” I think Mr. Klein *has 
touched a vital point. Of course a paid 
secretary is paid to do his work but 
more cooperation would make for a 
better association. But the poor secre- 
tary of local organizations who gets 
nothing for his or her work (usually’a 
‘her”) surely needs all the help the 
members can give. 

Following is a letter written by Mr. 
Klein and published in the Waterloo 
(Ia.) Sunday Courier. I think Mr. 
Klein made a fine approach and it 
should bear fruit. 


I read with great interest the 
“write up” in the Sunday Cour- 
ier on the Waterloo Dairy Cat- 
tle Congress and look forward 
to the next installment. 

I was born and raised in 
Black Hawk County and lived 
most of my life near and even in 
Waterloo. So I can recall most 
of what you so vividly recall for 
us. I didn’t miss many years’ at- 
tendance and some years went 
more than one day. So, in a 
way, I made up for what years I 
missed. Since 1945 I have lived 
here, so don’t always make it. 

There is one thing I can't 
quite understand, though, inas- 
much as it started as a dairy 
animal show and “took on” 
horses, poultry, rabbits and wa- 
ter fowl. Why is the dairy goat 
not represented? 

Although “improvement” of 
the goat, as a milk animal, in 
our part of the country, does not 
go back as far as “improvement” 
in a scrub cow to our present 


fine dairy breeds, the modern 
dairy goat is well caught up in 
that respect too, and in some 
ways is ahead of dairy cows. 
Many people allergic to cow's 
milk, and, too, people of limited 
means and space can and do 
keep goats to furnish their milk 
supply, at much less cost than 
cow's milk. 

There are many breeds of 
dairy goats, but in the U. 8S. A. 
four are ‘used mainly, viz: Tog- 
genburgs, Saanens, Nubians, 
and French Alpines, with a few 
others too scarce, as yet, to be 
considered by. ordinary goat 
keepers. 

Now, then, why can’t we have 
an exhibit of dairy goats at the 
dairy show? I'm sure if even a 
small exhibit were put on it 
would greatly stimulate interest 
so that soon it would work out 
in regular form as the other ex- 
hibits have that all started 
small but worked up to best in 
the country by now. You and I 
both know if it had not been for 
the dairy show, advance would 
be years behind what it is today

The fleld 1s 
nation wide,. unlimited. There is no 
nation-wide demand for it now. The 
demand must be developed and it 
must be developed hand in hand with 
production. Production without de- 
mand leads to failure. Demand with- 
out production discourages doctors or 
others from recommending goat milk 
and finally the market declines. Make 
your dairy and your market a grow- 
ing team, ever working hand in hand 
and in unison. Full fledged dairies 
and markets are not born, they grow, 
and to what stature they finally de- 
velop depends on the thought and 
care and work put in by those who 
are masters of their destinies. 

—CONCLUSIONS 

Are we war criminals individually? 
Think this one over: Justice Robert 
H. Jackson of the U. 8S. Supreme Court 
helped write the law which contains 
the following: (1) Planning and pre- 
paring for war in violation of interna- 
tional treaties and agreements is a 
crime. (2) Governments do not com- 
mit the crime, but individuals are 
guilty. (3) It makes no difference 
whether the individual is the head of 
the government or only a private 
citizen. If he participates in the plan- 
ning and preparing war as a leader, 
organizer, instigator, or merely as an 
accomplice, he is subject to being pun- 
ished. (4) No man can excuse himself 
by pleading that the laws of his na- 
tional government compel him to do 
what he did.
